The Relief Expenditure Burden 


With the Federal elections over and the political ccmplexion of the next | 
Parliament of Canada defined, the government of the country will be faced 
“with a number of important problems to decide, and not the least of these 
is the question of the steps which must be taken to ease the debt burden of 
governmental units in Western Canada, 

By governmental units is meant the governments of the provinces and 
of the municipalities, urban and rural. 

During the past five years the public finances of the Western Canadian 
provinces and of the municipalities, which are their creatures, have been 
strained to the breaking point to meet the problems which drought and | 
general unemployment have brought in their train. 

Yot only has the public purse of the Western provinces and of the | 
municipalities been depleted in the struggle to ensure that their citizens) 
should not starve, freeze or go shelterless in their grim fight against great | 
odds, but they have been obliged to pledge their !future resources, to an | 
alarming extent, to enable the citizens of the present generation to keep 
their heads above water. 

In the three prairie provinces millions of dollars have been spent to 
furnish a substantial percentage of the population with food, fuel and cloth- | 
ing, and in the urban centres wtih shelter as well; and this, despite the fact 
that the Federal government has also contributed large sums to bolster up 
the provinces and the municipalities in their fight to ensure the necessities 
of life for their people. 

In addition, however, to the money which has been expended out of 
current revenues these provincial and municipal governments have pledged | 
many more millions of dollars against the credit of the future earning | 
power of the people, a debt which will have to be liquidated in the future | 
either by the taxpayers of to-day or by the rising generation, or a combina-| 
tion of both, 

Without going into statistics which, at the best, make dry reading, it 
is axiomatic to say that the indebtedness which has been piled up on this} 
count, directly and indirectly, reaches a staggering total and has passed the 
figure which is within the competence of these governmental units to meet) 
from existing resources, 

One of the conditions contributing to the existing condition of the} 
finances of the Western provinces and municipalities is the inequitability of | 
the distribution of the tax burden as between individual taxpayers and the 
inequitability of the distribution of the bases of taxation as between the 
federal, provincial and municipal governing entities, 

The financial situation which has developed as a result of these inequali- 
ties is one which will have to be faced and remedied by the newly-elected 
Parliament if the Western provinces and municipalities are to remain sol- 
vent and are to be enabled to extricate themselves from a position which 
has become intolerable. 

So far as the municipal governments are concerned, their financial | 
plight has been accentuated by practical limitation to realty as, at least, the 
principal tax base, and this applies to both rurals and urbans, only in dif- 
ferent degree. Land has more than passed the limit of its endurance as a 
source of revenue for governments. Other spheres of taxation are denied 
to the municipalities, and this is one discriminatory feature which will have 
to be remedied. 

In seeking additional sources of revenue municipalities are cramped by 
legislative action of their superior provinces and the provinces in turn are 
hampered by Federal authority. 

What is needed is a nation-wide conference in which the municipalities 
can get together with the provinces and the Dominion and, in a spirit of | 
tolerance and recognition of the difficulties of one another, come to an 
agreement which will provide for specific delimitation of spheres of taxation | 
and a definite understanding that the several governmental units will not| 
in future encroach upon one another's taxation preserves. 

This understanding should be translated into legislative enactment and 
if it involves amendments to the British North America Act, as undoubtedly 
it would, efforts should be made to secure the necessary sanction. 

The problem of relief, it has been reiterated by competent authorities 
time and again, is a national one. The provinces have said so. The urban! 
municipalities have said so and the rural municipalities hold the same view, | 
even if they have not adopted resolutions in convention to that effect. 

If the Federal government is not prepared to recognize the situation | 
in the west as a national problem, the only alternative is for the Federal 
government to make it possible for the provinces and municipalities to | 
liquidate past, present and future expenditures by providing them with the 
machinery to levy the money where the money is available.

Demonstration Is Made Of New 
Treatment For Dread Disease 
A serum he said was as positive 
and effective in the treatment of in- 


fantile paralysis as the serum widely |- 


used in treating diphtheria was 
demonstrated by Dr. E. C. Rosenow 
of the Mayo Foundation, University 
of Minnesota, before members of the 
Kentucky State Medical Association. 

The serum, Dr. Rosenow told the 
assembled physicians and surgeons, 
is the result of 19 years of experi- 
mentation and while it does not com- 
pletely solve the problem it is effec- 
tive when used within 48 hours after 
the disease is contracted. Within 
that period it is as effective and 
positive as the serum used for diph- 
theria, Dr. Rosenow said. 

Dr. A. T. McCormack, secretary of 
the Kentucky state board of health, 
said the demonstration made by Dr. 
Rosenow was “pretty conclusive.”

Spending Millions On Arms 


France Announces

Britain Trying New Idea 


To 


Permanent Camp _ Established 
Help Reclaim First Offenders 

A permanent camp in which hu- 
man destinies are to be remoulded 
and “queer” characters forged anew 
is to open among the trees and 
countryside of Great Britain. 

Exactly where this new camp will 
be “pitched” is not to be made pub- 
lic. Its aims would be defeated if the 
campers were peered at and pointed 
at by sightseers, authorities believe. 

But, in the busy quietude of acres of 
woodland, 40 miles from London, 
young men from all over England 
who, through perhaps little fault of 
their own, have been “social rebels”, 
are going to learn how to live in 
harmony and happiness with their 
fellow men. 

They will be youths—from 17 to 
25 years of age—helping each other | 
in the great quest of a higher future. | 
That is why it is called Q camp— 
the Q stands for quest. 

“It is not a camp for the fellow 
who is naturally and_ essentially 
vicious,” declared P. H. Russell, one 
of the officials. “It is for the chap 
who possibly has been put on proba- 
tion for a first offence and who, with 
a little friendliness, disc'pline and 
organized work to do, can be made 
to feel that he is a member of the 
community—not a ‘lone wolf’.” 

Already young men in social dif-| 
ficulties have asked to join the 
camp and, when they get there they 
will have to build sleeping huts, and 
also houses for carrying on handi- 
crafts, working looms, printing, cook- 
ing and other activities. 

It is expected that before long 
similar “Q"” camps will be started in 
other parts of Great Britain with 
the same object of “preventing so- 
cial waste.’ One may be organized 
for girls. 

Psychological experts will study 
each case for “maladjustments” and 
young men will have scope for men-| 
tal and physical development, the} 
encouragement of special talents and 
the help of an understanding staff. 
Hardened criminals or mentally de- 
fective people will not be admitted 
to the camp.

Russia Has Big Task 


Will Take Years To Provide Ordinary | 


Comforts For People 
Russia proves capitalism is not nec- 
essary in order that goods be produc- 


}ed and distributed, believes Prof. F. 


R. Scott, secretary of the faculty of 
law at McGill University, Montreal, 
who toured the Soviet country for 
three wecks. 

“Economic conditions are steadily 
improving and prices are falling,” 
Prof. Scott said, “but it will take 
years of hard work to provide even 
ordinary comforts for all.” 

Elimination of the dictatorship is 
looked for by the Russians who hope 
to see a true democracy based on a 
classless society. The great differ- 
ence in the wages of the highest and 
lowest workers is justified by the 
Soviets’ statement they are merely 
building Socialism, a preliminary 
stage to full Communism, said Prof. 
Scott. 

He told of attempting to see a

Western Industry And Agriculture, 
Paying Homage To Artichoke | 
Frowned upon for years as a no- 
account, worthless vegetable pariah, | 
the lowly Jerusalem artichoke is re-| 
ceiving the homage of western in- 
dustry and agriculture. Chemists! 
have discovered it to be a_ prolific 
source of levulose, sweetest of sugars, 
and of industrial alcohol. 

Tubers of the sun-flower-like plant, 
chemists reveal, have a sugar content 
as high as 24 per cent. An acre of 
artichokes has produced from 300 to 
850 gallons of alcohol. One ton has 
yielded 35 gallons. 

The plant will grow on all sorts of 
land with scant regard for weather 
conditions, locations or types of soils. 
Tubers grow underground, like pota- 
toes. Hogs thrive on them. If not 
unrooted they grow the following 
year, so that replanting is not nec- 
essary. It is easily grown and virt-| 
ually immune from common plant | 
diseases. Its value as a table delicacy 
is known only to the gourmets of the 
larger cities where European cruisine 
prevails.

Liability On Any Farm 


Dog Improperly Trained Is Harmful 
To Live Stock 

A dog is a very useful servant 
about the farm if it has brains and 
is properly trained, but a brainless 
dog is a liability on any farm where 
live stock is kept. Some people have 
the habit of setting the dog on the 
cows or pigs and sending them helter- 
skelter out of the yard or field. As a} 
rule animals so dogged are always} 
nervous and it is impossible to get 
near them in the field or paddock. 
We like to go into the pasture and 
have the cattle come to us rather 
than flee away. 

A reader of the Farmers’ Advocate 
recently wrote asking if dogging 
cows did them any harm, and par-| 
ticularly wanted to know if it made | 
churning difficult. We do not know 
about dogging cows causing difficult 
churnipg but we are satisfied that it 
will affect the milk yield and possibly 
the fat test. A good deal of loss has 
resulted one way and another by 
having a fast working dog behind 
the cows when they are being put 
into the stable. 

A dog will save many steps, but} 
train it to walk the cows rather than 
run them. If it won't do this, then 
it has no place on a live stock farm. 
Some dogs are very easily trained if 
they are in the right hands while 
other dogs never seem to learn.— 
Farmer's Advocate. 


Placing The Blame 


Expert Sociologist Says Bad Posture 
Causes Unhappiness 

Most of the unhappiness in the 
world to-day is due to human beings 
not knowing how to breathe, stand, 
walk or sit properly. 

So declares Dr. L. P. Jack, noted 
sociologist, who claims these defects 
are the cause of neurasthenia. 

“We breathe with the top of our 
lungs instead of the bottom,” said 
Dr. Jack in an interview. ‘We do 
not know how to balance our bodies 
in the correct way. 

“We waste two-thirds of our en- 
ergy in wrong and unnecessary mus- 
cular movements.” 

He added wrong body positions 
and wrong breathing restrict the 
circulation of the blood. 

‘It creates irritability, hinders 
mental development and kills the joy 
of living.” 

The correct way to breathe, stand, 
walk and sit can be taught in a few 
weeks, according to the educator and 
it comes as naturally as learning to 
swim, 

The sociologist added that he be- 
lieved the education of the popula- 
tion in the proper use of the body 
would be the big step forward in 
human progress in the next thirty 
years. 


One Of Oldest Spices 


Peppercorn Grows On Creeping Vine 
In Tropical Forests 

Pepper is one of the oldest spices 
known. Hippocrates used it as a 
medicine. Pepper differs from most 
other spices in this, that its pungency 
resides not in the volatile parts or 
essential oil, but in a substance of a 
more fixed kind, which does not rise 
in the heat of boiling water. The 
peppercorn which, when ground is 
the familiar black or white pepper, 
grows on a creeping vine, usually at 
its best in the moist heat of a low- 
lying tropical forest. When pepper | 
is cultivated on a large scale it is a 
common practice to splant trees to 
support the creeper and_ provide 
shade. When the berries are chang- 
ing from green to red they are col- 
lected, and dried in the sun until they | 
become black and shrivelled.

New Device Claimed To Remove 
Danger From Carbon Monoxide 
Fumes 

Seven years in development, a de- 
vice perfected by two Winnipeg

How many times have you heard 
the expression ‘Don’t take a _ pic- 
ture with your camera 
sun’? It's one of the old beliefs in 
amateur photography that has been 
handed down from year to year to 
every new snapshooter. 

While this is good advice for the 
beginner it is not necessary to for- 
ever abide by this rule. Those of us 
who like to try breaking such rules 
have found that most of the work of 
which we are proud has been pro- 
duced under other lightings. The im- 
portant thing to remember is that 
you must never stand so that sun- 
light will strike into the lens.

mension.” Taking the picture when 
there are long shadows, getting a 
reflection in the foreground, using 
strong side-lighting or back-lighting, 
and timing the exposure just right 
so that the detail of objects in 
shadow is not blocked out, are pre- 
cautions that contribute to the de- 
sired effect. Let us consider each of 
these separately.

The foreground should be well

When a body of water can be in-| 
cluded as a part of the foreground, 
then there are wonderful opportun- 
ities for adding depth, The reflection 
will carry one’s attention back and 
away from the foreground—into the 
picture—and lead to the principal 
point of composition.

Shade the lens) 
with the hand, or stand in the pro- 
tecting shadow of a tree to make} 
the exposure, Also, you should time | 
the exposure more for the parts in 
shadow than for those that are high- 
lighted. 
Don't be discouraged if you fail to} 
get the desired appearanec of depth 
or “third dimension” in your first 
attempt. If at first you don't succeed 
watch for your contrasts and shad-

Hurricanes, according to a writer 
in the New York Times, have their 
origin in the quietest section of the 
ocean known as the Doldrums near 
the equator. But until they reach 
the West they do not gather Titan 
force. 

How the hurricane actually starts 
men do not know. They talk of 
convection and other theories, of up- 
ward-moving currents of air, of con- 
densation and pressure, and of air 
rushing in to sweep in a faster and 
faster spiral. Finally centrifugal 
force make a hole in the centre, 
where no storm rages and where are 
slowly ascending currents of air. 
Those who have seen a hole grow 
larger and larger in water escaping 
from a circular washbasin have seen 
this process at work on a small 
scale. 

But by the time this happens the 
tropical cyclone, as it is technically 
called, has got up such a speed that 
it is a roaring and devouring mon- 
ster. When it first appears and is 
reported, generally to the east of Ahe 
Windward and Leeward Islands at 
the eastern end of the Caribbean, it 
may be 300 miles in diameter, the 
centre travell'ng at twelve or fifteen 
miles an hour and the whirling air 
mass attaining unbelievable speeds. 
Some of the gusts have been esti- 
mated at 180 to 200 miles an hour— 
estimated because the wind instru- 
ments invariably blow away. The 
speed has been calculated by the 
force necessary to push over heavy 
stone monuments. 

It is impossible to stand up in a 
wind of more than 100 miles an hour, 
and most hurricanes at this point in 
their career reach that velocity with- 
out half trying. They tear struc- 
tures apart, whip trees to pieces and 
strew them across the settlements, 
pick up every kind of loose boarding 
and whirl it through the air at a 
rate which is as deadly as it is ter- 
rifying. 

The bending palms and other trees, 
the shrill whine of the wind through 
this vegetation, and the deep growl 
of heavier currents as they race 
across a town make every human and 
animal thing realize how puny is 
their force against the storm. There 
is a constant cannonade, as though 
the air, thick with rain and wind- 
driven spray, were a battery of field 
guns laying down a barrage. It is 
impossible to stand, the vision is 
constricted to a few feet, and the 
senses are numbed and dulled by the 
vicious pounding of wind pressure. 

If one is fortunate, or unfortunate, 
enough to be able to see some few 
feet through the maelstrom of rain 
and wind, there is a confused sense 
of the world’s drifting by in frag- 
ments. Bits of trees, of roofs, of 


| houses slide by on the wind as though 


they were pieces of paper carried 
upon the storm; weight has lost its 
gravitational power, and sheet iron 
is a floating tissue. 

Above all is the howl, the pound- 
ing howl, of wind battering things to 
pieces, plucking at the surface of the 
earth with fingers that draw and lift 
and suck into the whirlwind above. 

Finally the storm passes, or seems 


| to. There is a lull, and the wind dies 


to a complete calm in which one may 
see a piece of paper sucked upward. 
This is the centre of the storm, the 
hole in the whirlwind, Perhaps there 
is clear sky above, the sun may 
shine down for a moment. There is 
a peace that is a solace to worn 
nerves. But those who have been 
through hurricanes know that this is 
merely a temporary calm. Captains 
of ships who find their way into this 
silent area plot their way carefully 
that they may get out on the easiest 
and shortest storm path—for they 
know that the storm is coming again. 

To live through a hurricane on the 
coast is to get the impression of a 


| world gone mad, of the winds of the 
| universe jabbing at the earth with 


spears of dim and slanting light, of 
water that pours horizontally across 
the horizon a few feet away, of 
tangled bits of woodwork flying by 
on wings, of thuds and crashes of 
metal and timber, of trees pierced by 
slivers of wood, of men and women 
fleeing from demolished houses and 
clinging to the base of a tree or pole 
while the debris of a riven world 
goes by them with insane fury.

Would Irrigate Desert 


Rain-Maker Confident His Invention 
| Could Make Sahara Fertile 
| The Sahara desert is the richest 
agricultural land in the world. But 
it has never been properly exploited. 
{ This is the opinion of Monsieur 
J. Dubose, French scientist, who 
claims to have invented a machine 
for producing rain at will. 

A “rain tower’ of cement, that 
| would rise more than 2,000 feet in 
|the shape of a funnel, is the “rain 
machine” that Monsieur Dubosc 
claims would bring refreshing show- 
ers. 

This tower, which is the 
model he wishes to build 
Par's Fair in 1937, works on a hot 
air principle. Hot air would’ be 
sucked up the funnel and condensed 
around the top, thus creating rain. 
This hot air would be produced by 
the sun’s rays on a glass house at 
the foot of the tower, 

Monsieur Dubosc explains that this 
tower, which would be twice the 
height of the Empire State building, 
would not be sufficient to irrigate the 
Sahara. 

“Half a dozen ‘big’ towers would 
be necessary, but with them the 
Sahara could be fertilized in a short 
time,’’ he stated.

King’s express command are mount- | 
ing guard at Buckingham Palace | 
while the regular Guards are away 
on manoeuvres, for the first time will | 
exercise their ancient privilege of 
marching through the city with 
“bayonets fixed, drums beating and} 
colors flying.”
